Today the British voter is de- 
ciding which brand of Welfare 
State he wants — Conservative or 
Labour.

The actual 
deciding factor will without doubt 
be that section of the middle class 
living on a small fixed income. It 
is this group which has been 
weighing the alternatives. It recog- 
nizes the fact that the Conservative 
party does not denounce the Wel- 
fare State; in fact, it claims to be 
the pioneer of all that is best in it. 
But the middle class does listen 
to the Conservatives’ criticism of 
Labour's social reforms as extray- 
agant and destructive of initiative. 
Welfare State — 
But in Moderation 

What the Conservatives aré do- 
ing is to draw a line between 
“necessary” social services and the 
“Welfare State’ as an expensive 
abstraction, They know that they 
must support the principle of so- 
cial security. And they realise that 
such a platform is Labour's great- 
est political asset. So they support 
the principle, and attack the 
inethod, in all sincerity and with 
justification. The principle, they 
declare, is being pursued to ridicu- 
lous lengths. Even to a dangerous 
degree, because Output can be re- 
stricted if too much security is 
guaranteed the worker. They are 
quite correct. Incentive is neces- 
sary to improve effort. And they 
feel that the only solution to Bri- 
tain's economic difficulties is more 
production at lower cost.

The special committee appoint- 
ed by vote of the town meeting last 
March to study the rate fixed for 
sewer assessments has come to the 
conclusion that abutters should be 
assessed their pro rata share of the 
actual cost of the particular sewer 
to which their land is accessable.

They decided that Judge Atwell at Dallas should protect A&P from these 
inflammatory allegations and could order the anti-trust lawyers to supply 
the defendants with a bill of particulars. 


So the case was back in Dallas again. 


Judge Atwell, carrying out the decision of the Circuit Court, struck 
out the inflammatory matter. 


He said that without this inflammatory and prejudicial matter the Grand 
Jury might never have returned the indictment. 


Judge Atwell said to the anti-trust lawyers: 


“There are many statements in the indictment which are not at all 
in violation, and are highly prejudicial and inflammatory.” 


The anti-trust lawyers objected. They advanced an amazing argument. 
They said that the removal of their inflammatory allegations (which all four 
judges had agreed did not belong in the indictment) destroyed their case. 


Judge Atwell instructed the anti-trust lawyers to furnish the court 
with a bill of particulars. In short, he wanted specific charges instead 
of vague generalities. He set the deadline for furnishing this material 
at January 15th, 1944. 


When the anti-trust lawyers twice asked for more time, pleading sickness 
among their staff, Judge Atwell extended the time to February 25th because 
he believed that they were honestly trying, in good faith, to prepare the 
material he had requested. 


Actually, it developed, they were using the time to get ready to drop the 
case in Dallas and start it in another court.

They Quit in Dallas 


On February 26th, while the judge was still waiting for his answer, and 
without any previous notice to him, the anti-trust lawyers gave a story 
to the newspapers in Washington, announcing that they were dropping 
the case in Dallas. 


They said that it was their intention “to file a substantially similar suit 
in an appropriate jurisdiction at an early date.” 


The “early date” turned out to be the same day. 


As soon as one anti-trust lawyer killed the case in Dallas, another anti- 
trust lawyer filed a new case in Danville, Illinois. This new case made 
most of the same allegations that had been made and dropped in Dallas;

When Judge Atwell heard of their action he ordered the anti-trust lay, cvs 
to prepare an order for his signature dismissing the Dallas case. 


In signing this order he said to the anti-trust lawyers: 
“This nolle prosequi does not have the sanction or approval of this 


court. That is not necessary, nor that the government ask for the 
court’s approval. 


“It is, however, a matter that may be presented to the other court and 
may be of interest to the people at large.” 


So after their efforts to destroy A&P had failed in Washington, D. C. 
Wilson, North Carolina, and Dallas, Texas, the anti-trust lawyers moved 
on to Danville, Illinois.

NEW TAXES AREN‘T NEEDED 


Mr. Truman‘s most recent recommendations on taxation 
| have met an extremely mixed reaction, both in Congress and 
| throughout the country. His views on the war-time excise taxes 
provide a particularly good illustration of that. 

The President advocates that these taxes, which are levied 
on a sizable list of commodities and services — including such 
“tuxuries’’ as baby oil; commercial transportation for both 
passengers and freight, and long distance and telegraph 
charges — should be substantially reduced. However, he added 
this all-important proviso — that the loss in revenue must be 
offset by new taxes, and that he will not approve any bill 
which does not accomplish this plan. 

The President is entitled to his views. However, the fact 
remains that the excise taxes — which manufacturers, retail- 
ers and others concerned say are a definite barrier to trade 
and employment — were strictly war-time measures which are 
still on the books many years after the war ended. It is also 
true that the goods and services they apply to are necessities 
in many cases, not luxuries. And it is further true that the 
only sound way to make up any loss of revenue their reduction 
or repeal would cause is to cut the cost of government — not 
to pile more taxes on our over-burdened individuals and 


businesses. 

The present temper of Congress seems to be in favor of 
repeal of the excise taxes — even as it is against tax increases 
of any kind. That is the right attitude. The enormously impres- 
sive Hoover Commission reports have shown where the admin- 
istrative cost of government alone can be reduced by three or 
four billion a year. Congress could make no greater contribution 
to our economic stability and prosperity than by putting into 
effect a rigorous policy of economy for every government 
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activity and every bureau

The Worker and 
Social Service Benefits 

Where else can the cut be made? 
In defense costs? No, that is im- 
practicable today. Only one other 
large item remains — the social 
services. And they, too, are worth 
quite .a bit to the working class 
family. For a contribution of about 
$48 a year a worker protects his 
dependent family against unem- 
ployment, industrial and normal 
sickness and accident, is provided 
with protection for widowhood, old 
age, retirement, and with materni- 
ty and death benefits. It is esti- 
mated that for an average family 
of five ‘these benefits could be 
worth $600 a year. 

The worker has full employment 
and a standard of living far above 
what he has known before. It is 
not easy to convince him that re- 
duced taxes will mean more cash 
in his pocket, if he will get his 
social service benefits reduced at 
the same time. And the average 
man in the street is scarcely touch- 
ed by the argument of dollar short- 
ages, The Labour Party has got 
a head start! 


The Middle Class 
Pays For This 
On the other hand, it is the mid- 
dle class which pays much of these 
costs. Cripps maintains that the 
taxation needed to sustain the so- 
cial services is the best and most 
certain way of redistributing na- 
tional wealth. Whether that is a 
good end in itself is questionable. 
The Conservatives maintain that 
the present taxation level is prohi- 
bitive, that it chokes the incentive 
of both businessman and worker, 
The one loses capital that should 
be re-invested in industry.
